GRAND JURY 
MAKES REPORT 

In Which Many Recommenda- 
tions are Made Relative to 
Pikes, Etc. 



The Grand Jury adjourned 
Saturday after filing with Cir- 
cuit Judge William A. Young, 
an exhaustive report, covering 
its findings during the session. 
The condition of the public rec- 
ords and t' e manner in which 
they are kept were highly com- 
plimented, as was the present 
Jailer for the clean and sanitary 
condition in which the Court 
House and County Jail were 
found. The report in the main, 
dealt with the condition of our 
city streets and county turn- 
pikes and those alleged to be 
responsible for their deplorable 
condition were severely arraign- 
ed. Many suggestions were 
made and the report asks that 
the next Grand Jury shall say 
whether these suggestions have 
been complied with or not and if 
not, to say who is to blame. The 
report is five typewritten pages 
in length and but for the lack of 
space, we would be glad to com- 
ply with the request of the 
Grand Jury and publish the 
same in full.

This horse is standing 
at a very low fee, considering his 
breeding end reputation as a sire 

It was regretted by many thai 
J. Malcolm Forbes (4) 2:08. the 
greatest trotting stallion in the 
world today, was not shown by 
his owner. Mr. James R. Magow- 
an. but as the horse is making 
the present season at Lexington, 
it was deemed unwise to |Mp 
him here for the show. Another 
great horse that was missed was 
Mainleaf (3) 2:o8'i. owned by 
Mr. John White Trimble, of this 
city. This horse is known as 
the "Game Cock" of the Grand 
Circuit, is also in the stud at 
Lexington. 

\lr. Woodford did not -how 
Sterling Chief. This animal al- 
ways makes a good show and 
has quite a reputation as a sire. 

There were several heavy draft 
horses shown but the writer was 
unaole to get their names.

MUST SALUTE OUR FLAG. 

WILSON CALLS HUERTA'S BLUFF 



President Received the Unqualified Endorsement Of Congress 
day and Steps Are Being taken to Make a Military Dei 
stration That is Thought Will Prove Effective. 



The following joint resolution 
parsed the House Monday: 

"Resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in 
Congress assembled, that the 
President of the I'nited States is 
justified in the employment of 
the armed forces of the I'nited 
States to enforce the demands 
upon Y. Huerta for the unequiv- 
ocal amends to the government 
of the I'nited States for affronts 
and indignities committed by 
General Huerta and his represen- 
tatives." 

President Wilson has said that 
he had no desire or wish to make 
war on a weaker country, but 
that a demonstration would be 
made that would prove effective. 
An appropriation of $50,000,000 
has already been made and a bill 
introduced that will no doubt 
pass at once, making President 
Wilson Commander-in-Chief of 
tin army and navy. The general 
impression is that Huerta want- 
ed the I'nited States to step in 
and save him from Villa but in- 
stead of doing this, and being 
placed in the attitude of aiding 
one faction against the other, we 



will probably capture several of 
the ports and when the Mexi- 
cans decide to salute the flag, 
our government will give up pos- 
session of them. 

As yet no orders have been 
given, although both the army 
and navy officers in anticapation 
of moving orders have for sev- 
eral days been getting things 
ready for immediate action. 

Estimates at the War Depart- 
ment put armed forces of the 
Huerta government in Mexico 
at about 40.000 well scattered 
throughout the country. Ac- 
cording to the department's fig- 
ures there are f>,ooo troops in 
Mexico City, about 6,000 around 
Saltillo, south of Torreon, 2,500 
in the state of Sonoro, 2,000 in 
Sinaloa. 800 in Topic, 6,000 in 
Jalisco, 1. 100 in Colima, 5,400 in 
Zacatecas, 1,250 in Guerrero and 
scattering bands in the other 
southern provinces. 

On the east coast there are 
said to be about 1,500 in Nucvo 
Laredo, about 2,500 in San Luis 
Potosi. 4,100 in Vera Cruz, about 
■ 1.000 in Pueblo, and 800 in 
I Morel os.

A STRIKING COMPARISON 

Ibout one-fifth of the human 
i n <• arc inhabitants of India, 
Burma and Ceylon ; the mind can 
hardly grasp such figures as 
316,019,846, the present popula- 
tion, of whom it is estimated 
that now nearly four millions arc 
Christians. A visiting Hindu at 
the Purity Congress held in Min- 
neapolis bore his testimony that 
Christianity "has gained practi- 
cably no headway in India." 
According to the census taken in 
1911 the Christian community 
has increased in ten years thirty- 
three and a third per cent, while 
the general population has in- 
creased but thirteen per cent. 

So good an authority as Dr. 
Griswold tells us, in striking 
comparison, that while in the 
United States ninety per cent of 
the people arc literate, and ten 
per cent illiterate, in India the 
figures may be reversed. A very 
liberal estimate of those who can 
read is ten.out of every hundred. 
Hut a new plan for popular edu- 
cation has now been enacted as 
a law. and means the dawn of a 
new era for India. 

The Youth's Companion says: 
in 44 leading colleges and uni- 
versities of the United States 
there are this year 2,084 foreign 
students. China sends more 
than any other country, 438. Of 
the rest, 327 are from Canada, 
203 from Japan, 102 from India, 
88 each from England and Mex- 
ico, 85 from Cuba, 67 from Ger- 
many, 57 from Hrazil, 53 from 
Turkey, 42 from Russia, 32,from 
Argentina, 25 each from France, 
and Norway, 23 from South 
Africa, and the rest from almost 
half a hundred countries and is- 
lands. Columbia has the most 
foreign students, 183, but Penn- 
sylvania, Cornell, California, 
Michigan, Chicago, Harvard, Il- 
linois, Northwestern and the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology have 100 or more each. 

FROM MANY LANDS 

On the basis of the late census, 
it is stated that 95 per cent of 
the children of school age in 
Japan are attending their educa- 
tional institutions which are up- 
to-date in every respect. And 
not only is there a widespread 
popular educational movement, 
but also it extends directly along 
religious lines. For instance, 
we are told that 10,000 Japanese 
Students are now making 
definite preparations for the 
Buddhist priesthood.

Farm land assessments in 
Breathitt were raised 15 per 
cent by the State Board of 
Valuation and AsM-s 5 ment, farm 
land in Union was raised 5 and 
in Montgomery 6 per cent. The 
farm land assessment in Breath- 
itt in 1913 aggregated $1,667,- 
800 and in 1914 $1,43.2,73.2, while 
town lot assessments increased 
from $308,440 to $3.26,025. Farm 
land assessments in Union in- 
creased from $5,657,175 in 1913 
to 51.668.690 in 1914, and city- 
real estate from $1,352,740 to $1,- 
357,400. In Montgomery county 
farm 'and assessments dropped

CORN IS KENTUCKY'S 

GREATEST CROP 

The iorn crop of Kentucky is 
\ ,h more than all the other 
farm crops combined. Its esti- 
mated value in 1913 was $56,- 
.X07.000, more than twice that of 
the State's tobacco crop. 

The year of 1913 was not a 
good corn year and the average 
yield for the State was only 
twenty bushel* to the acre. 
Some of the best of the corn 
growing States did not do as 
well, but the average yield for 
the country at large was twenty- 
three bushels. In acreage Ken- 
tucky ranks eleventh among 
the States, but in 1913 thirty- 
four States reported a higher 
average yield. In 1910 and 1912 
better crop years, the State'9 av- 
erage was approx : mately thirty 
bushels, but the average in more 
than half the States of the Union 
was higher. 

The figures show conclusive 
ly that the corn growers of the 
State are not getting the results 
they ought to get from their cf 
forts. Kentucky had 3,650,000 
acres in corn in 1913. Soil im- 
provement, more care in seed 
corn selection and better meth 
ods of cultivation, would double 
the production of the more than 
three million acres of land that 
Kentucky is planting every year 
to say that with only moderate 
improvement in these particulars 
on the part of the rank and file 
of the farmers there would be a 
material increase of production 
— and that without any increase 
of acreage. 

The average yield of corn in 
some of our counties is as low 
as fifteen bushels. That this is 
due solely to poor methods has 
been demonstrated by the boy's 
corn club, which, in every sec- 
tion of the State, from the moun- 
tains to the Mississippi River, 
have made records of 100 bushels 
and upward to *hc acre. — Cour- 
ier Journal.
